The rise In ^ces, within the hat two or 
o^ng to the present aUte of onr 
ranntry, the dwtarbxaee produced in the re- 
lations of labor, and the Anaacial changes 
necew^ to the proeecntion of hosUlItiCT. 
kasaffieted every btMtnees in this eooctrv 
and every transaction of a bosineea ehaneter. 
But there are some perticnlar kinds of bnsi-^ 
severely affaetc:! by the 
political disturbances arising from the rebell- 
ion than even by those of a tinaaetel charac- 
ter. The atopfoge of aU commercial inter- 
conrse with the rebellions States has dlmin- 
ished the sopply of varioiu commodities, 
which were pi^nced almost cxclnsively in 
that part of the eonntry, and at very cheap 
prices.

The first mentioned article has increaieed 
fiK>m ten and 11 cents per pound to 75 and 
even higher, and many of the cotton miHif 
bTve in ccnscqnence ahm np, or changed the 
character of their manntacteres to woollen 
goods, fijx fabrics end even arms for the Gov- 
ernment, altering their whole machinery for 
this purpose. The cost of ro«in and turpen- 
tine MB so increased in price as to ahnost rev- 
oluUoniz“ the open'iocs of some kinds of 
bnsineaa; the bouse paicte'’, for inetaoce, has 
to supply the nse of tarpentloc for his patots 
with aaabstitnte from benzine, obtdned from 
coal oil. Cotton enters Into the mannfectnre 
of printing paper, and its greatly increaa^ 
price, from dimunition of supply, with the 
additional cost of the raw material of straw, 
which combines with it in the mannlhctnre, 
added largely to the cost of paper, ao that, 
with a few exceptions, all the jonmaU and 
weekly newspa;>crs have been compelled lo 
increase their sale and snbscription prices. 
Rosin it the chief ingredient in ths manafac- 
tnre of printers’ ink, and it is absolutely 
necessary to the mamiflaciorer, he not being 
able to find an available substitute for it. The 
price of rosin bas risen since the reballion 
commenced about fiMnty-A«e kitmdrtd ptr rtnU 
The price of roein, Julv 13'h, 1859, was quoted 
in onr markers at tl 75 oer barrel; December

A Gbakd Fbojbct.— The experience of the 
last few years has shown the necessity of 
looking to onr water commnnications with 
the East; that it will never do to depend on 
railroads to carry the vast produce of the 
West to the Eastern markets. Hence, the 
rage for ship canals and 'river improvements. 

It is now proposed to improve the Alle- 
ghany, and make a connection at or near Bnf- 
falo with the enlarged Erie canal, which, with 
the improved navigation of the Ohio, will 
make a grand ship canal from Cairo to New 
York. The Alleghany ia now navigable aa liar 
as Glean, N. Y., and in high water by its west 
branch, French creek, as far as Waterford, 
Pa. , within fourteen miles of Lake Erie, at 
Erie. 

Railroads are usefnl for carrying passen- 
gers, express freight, and to move the great 
bulk of the freight on the shortest lines to the 
water courses. Flour, grain, and the hog pro- 
ducts can be carried Eastward to the aea- 
board for one-half what it now costs, and all 
producers, especially In the Ohio Valley, are 
deeply interested in having these great im- 
provements made. 

They would pay good dividends whether 
undertaken by private companies or by the 
Government. The great Erie canal baa al- 
ways been a source of revenue to the State of 
New York, and the business has* increased 
steadily year by year with the growth of the 
great West, and it would be the same with 
this proposed improvement if carried oat. 

The Ohio river is occasionally a very nsefnl 
stream, for a few days at a time, but nnless it 
does better 'Service than it generally does it 
might about as well be dried np. Its im- 
provements will cost a good deal ol money it 
is true, bat what of that? It is estimated 
that It will cost from seven to twelve millions 
— about as much as is expended on the war in 
three or fonr days. A company taking hold 
of the undertaking mig^t get aid in some form 
from the General Government and by indi- 
vidual States, and would stand a far better 
chance for making fair dividends upon the 
stock than the great majority of railroad 
projects. 

We know it has been a serious question 
among practical men heretofore, whether any 
practicable, leasable plan can be adopted to 
accomplish this improvement, hot it is more 
than probable that the difficnlties will disap- 
pear when engineers shall pat their heads to- 
gether in coDsiderstion of the subject. Onr 
Beard of Trade have referred some new plans 
to a committee, and it ia hoped that some 
valuable action may result from it. 



n 7 A^r. urecKinnoge, “like pes- 
^ence and famine, is an inatmment which 
God employs In the coarse of His adorable 
providence, and from which, as from all 
evil, it is His divine prerogative to bring forth 
good. And so is all evil, whether latent in 
the bninan heart or expressing itself in crime; 
yet bad passions, envy, malice, and oil nnehar- 
itableuess, are accursed of God. Divine will. 
When it manlfesu itself in the threatenlngs of 
pestilence, is often thwarted by the draining 
of a moraaa or the precaotioss of qoarantin^, 
and whereas formerly during an epidemical 
visitation men sought deliverance in sack- 
cloth and ashes, they now bestir themselves 
Mid avert disease with the means which God 
has placed In their bands as they penetrated 
into the arcana of science; for in action Is of- 
ten the moat effectnal prayer. The theory of 
divine interference in which he seems eepe- 
clally to delight, and the stress which he lays 
upon the ordmatlon of God bestwed on ine 
Chief Magisfrate, savor atrongly of Levitlcal 
blood-thirstiness and the exploded “jure di- 
vino.” For one may be perfectly conaistent 
with the genins of the Jewish dispensation, 
bat it In flat contradiction to the law of Christ; 
and the other is to plead a ceremony and priv- 
ilege enjoyed In common by the pst-ndo- 
Preaident and the occupant of the White 
Hense. 

In all ware — and it may be saidespecial ly of 
insurrectionary wars— there are four oppos- 
ing forces, diametrically arrayed: right and 
wrong, numbers and desperate bravery. In 
alternate combination are the nnseen essences 
found, with the accidents of material pros- 
perity ; nor can it be aaid of one, that it is the 
invariable coefficient and synabol of another; 
that right is always a straggling minority, 
and that error ranges Itself on the side of the 
strongest battalion. Thus much may be 
averred ; that truth, when it wars with pow- 
erful and legitimi 2 -;d error, is free from that 
large and naelesa body of ^rasites and hypo- 
crites that wait upon trntn trinmphant. Bat 
desperate valor, and conscious-assured power 
are the matM'ial antagonistic elements in 
warfare. For valor there mnst be when men 
tarn against twice their number, though it be 
illnstrated in the stubborn resistance ot 
a few -heathens in the cypress bogs of 
Florida, to the benignity ef a Chris- 
tian Republic; and to illustrate from 
examples near at hand, and the words of Dr. 
Breckinridge himbelt, when he says the insur- 

f enlB have often fought with heroic courage. 

at even where the material antagoniams. 
are mere evenly balanced, as in ths encoutfk 
ters of rival nationalties, the rule oblaina. 
Aa army of invasion is one nsnally impelled 
by a spirit ot haughty assumption; power ris- 
ing above Its shores, and overflowing its 
neighbors. Rebellion, on the other hand, is 
the uprising of a faction, physically weak by 
reason ot its inferiority in numbers, and the 
sinews of war. By the laws of man, wben it 
overpowers a foe, and maintains itself by force 
of arms, it becomes a legal thing. What the 
la«r ot God says on the subject is not so clear. 
Dr. Breckinridge says: “Ot all wars insurrec- 
tions are the most desolating, ofiTensive to 
reason and the majesty of God.” Yet his own 
sect did not quarrel with the rebellion of dis- 
senting England against an Episcopal King, 
and Jehu , il we may believe the narrator in 
the Jewish bible, usurped a legitimate throne 
and conducted an ine urgency characterized by 
the most cowardly and treacherous cruelties, 
under the direct guidance of God through 
his prophet. 

It is thus presnmptuons courage wrestllag 
with ackonwiedged power, and Its alterna- 
tions of defeat and victory that famish maie- 
rial for the mythological theory of Divine in- 
terference. When armies meet. It is tbe 
settling of a dispute by trial of strengtli. It 
is tbe principle, on a more horrific and ex- 



tiF~It is remarkable that the old Union bas 
few friends in power. We have unconditional 
Unionists, but they mean only a Union of 
territory, net the Union of States, and ^ople 
in the enjoyment of reserved rights. We have 
the fixed determination of the party control- 
ling tbe Federal Government, that there shall 
be BO Union of free and slave States; that 
every State must conform to the notions ol 
the majority or cease to be States. 

The theory leads to the supreme rule of a 
temporary majority; for any resistance to nn- 
constitutional acts by a State would be war, 
and by the present theory as soon as war comes 
I the war power does legitimately what, wlth- 
entit, would he uaconstitu’Jonal. The theory, 
it will be seen,makes the Federal Government, 
not to act under chartered rights and powers, 
but practically, with supremo authority; for 
any resistance to an act of oppression gives 
tbe Federal Government, by military power, 
supreme authority, and places State rights and 
Individual liberty under its control. 

Onr fathers, when they carefnily prepared 
the provisions of tbe Constitati»n,.aad sern- 
tlnised every word to be sure they were not 
creating a Government that conld run into an 
unlimited despotism of a majority, which 
would soon crop out into a government of tbe 
few, didn’t foresee this dodge. They didn’t 
see that this military arm they provided to 
defend the civil, and be always subordinate to 
it, could really do what the civil power had 
no righ t to do. 

Bat we are a progressive people, and have 
found out that the old Coustitation was some 
what vicions in its organization; that it sanc- 
tioned or tolerated grievous wrongs, and that, 
to live, it mnst be reformed after the model 
of latter-day sages and saints. The process 
of change, it will been, npsete the whole 
structure of the Government. We must have 
something new and better. We repeat, then, 
that onr old Union has few or no friends in 
power. The Abolitionists North don’t want 
it and tbe Becessionisls don’t Intend to have 
a Union of tbe old elements at all. 

Now these revolntionists ob both sides, for 
revolutionists they are, may be very wise for 
aught we know, but we don’t believe in their 
wisdom. They are wise above experience and 
above what is written. We bold the old Union 
the best government ever framed. If it be 
lost tbe time of its existence will be looked 
back to as the golden age of this country 
— the happy period for the white man and the 
negro. While it existed. It challenged the 
world’s admiration. Tbe apprehension was 
that it was too good to last. That old epitaph : 
“I was well, wished to be better, took medi- 
cine and here I lie,” will snit this country 
hereafter if these extremes have their way. 

Tbe radical shakes his head and replies, 
Ah, it’s slavery that is tbo trouble; it’s in 
danger or there would' be no remonstrance. 
Not at all. Slavery is not essential to this 
Union. The States might abolish slavery to- 
day and not disturb a single item of the Fed- 
eral Constitution or a single right of any 
State. Five or aix States have done it since 
the Federal Constitution was formed. Bat 
tbe Federal Government can’t do it without 
nsurpation and suicide; much less can it im- 
pose conditions on States which are constit- 
uent parte of the Union. When such deeds 
are done and become precedents, our Federal 
Government is changed. It will require an 
eotire revolution in its stmeture and prin- 
ciples, for they cannot consist with these new 
factions . 

These factions are both striving to make 
something other than the old Union. It is a 
house divided against itself, said one; let os 
pnll it down and rebniid on the doptrine of 
uniformity and according to our style. No, 
said the other, we admit that the house is di- 
vided against itself; let us take onr half Ifid 
you yours. Wo will arrange our part to suit 
ourselves; yon can do likewise with yours. 

Sensible people, who fell into the back 
gronud,.knew that it was those factions, not 
the honse, divided; that no better honse could 
bebniit; that these factions were but wretched 
cobblers; but what’s gone with all the sensible 
people, who knew they had tbe best Govern- 
ment in tte would, and know it now, North 
and South? They were a majority once; per- 
haps may be again.

commend slaughter, but ever 3 rwhere forgive- 
ness. Kspecially therein doen He reject all 
worship paid to Him by a frail hnman heart, 
torn with the passions of bate and revenge. 
Whatever our intnitlve promptings of justice, 
or stinging sense of ii^ary, we cannot con- 
siatentlj quote Him in authority for war. “If 
thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there re- 
memberest that thy brother bath aught against 
thee; leave there thy gift before the altar, aad 
go thy way — first be reconciled to thy brother 
and then come and offer thy gift.”

How we tear open his wounds, mock at sud 
spit upon him in deeds of such hypocrisy. 

Whether the docrines of the Testament are 
to be silent in time ot war, or wbeiher they 
and their exeentors are pledged to stand, the 
last and firmest friends of religion in adver- 
sity, is a subject bespeaking the gravest 
thought of the servant of 6o<f. In the rush 
of mighty riddles, with sphinx-like, inexor- 
able faces demanding to be answered, cornea 
tbis— pressing forward and asking ns to break 
the spell of its tremendous secret — “Is the 
voice of God hwshed In the fierce conflict of 
arms?” War is the foe of religion. How 
much deference ia dne from the lat- 
ter to its insolent neighbor, the arch-

What is Ood 
that we should carry favor ia so puerile a 
way? Under the reverses of war the voice ol 
tbe people, as directed by Presidential procla- 
luatloDB, sinks into an hystei1>'al imprecation 
upon Itself. 

Defeat stands at tbe right hand of Victory, 
and waits npoo it ss snrsiiy ss tbe vic'ssiiudes 
of day and night. Not the lights and shadows 
that psss over a harvest field in tbe prime of 
a summer's day, are more fitful than the sl- 
ternstloDB of hope and despair that have 
shaken the popnl^ heart. Bat Dr. Brecain- 
ridge, after declaring that “ wdr is one of tbe

They swam the river, with a loss of four men, 
who were drowned. 

The forces cf the rmmy are corcentrating 
upon the AUegbanies over every ava’labls 
roed but one, which was deemed impractica- 
hie, but by Vhich I crossed over the top# of 
the Alleghanies with my compt'^od, with the 
exception of four caissons, which were de- 
stroyed in order to increase the teams of the 
pieces. My loss is six men drowned, ora of- 
licer and four men wounded, and four officers 
and ninety men missing. 

We captured about ‘iOO prisoners, but re- 
leased four cfficers and eighty men on ac- 
count of their inability U walk. We took 
also 150 horses. I have subsisted entiroly 
upon a very poor country, and the officers 
and men have snffered cold, hunger and fa- 
tigue with remarkable fortitude. My com 
mand bas marched, climbed, slid aud swam 
353 miles since the Sih inst.

She will make certain con- 
nections with all the trains gobig North and Fast 
from Cincinnati Friday morning. 

The steamer Tycoon, from Memphis, is due. 

SrwK.— Early on Saturday morning the steamer 
Priiua Donna ran upon a snnken coal-boat at the 
head of Captina Island, abont twenty miles below 
this city, and ennk in from ten to twelve feet water.

There were from three to fbnr feet of water over 
the deck of the boat. The freight was being 
rapidly taken off, the “submarine,^ or bell-boat, 
which is at Pomroy, bad been sent for, and it was 
thought the sunken boat would be raised in a few 
days.— [Wheeling Register, 29d.
